Should, however, a 
grower be dissatisfied i 
price fetched by any of his bales, 
he is entitled to negative the sale 
of those bales by tearing the tic-| 
kets, and can reoffer them ~for 
sale on the auction floor at some 
future date in the hopes of then 
obtaining better prices. . 

The advantages of this system 
can be clearly seen, and among’ 
these the following can be mez- 
tioned :-— . 

The growers have a central de- 
pot to which they can send their! 
tobacco, thereby obviating an en- 
ormous amount of handling costs,
